Urban Scene 
By Mamie E. Sells 


Whenever we evaluate the pluses and minuses, the 
positives and negatives of our job, we come up with the 
pluses .and positives far outweighing the minuses and 
negatives. For we are, indeed, given the opportunity to share 
with you our experiences from week to week. On that note 
we shall begin with Preston Monon: of Phoenix, Arizona. 

Mr. Monongye, a Hopi Mission Indian artisan was in town 
for the formal opening of the Squash Blossom’s new down- 
town’ gallery located in the Dixie Terminal Building. 


Monongye. learned his trade from an uncle, which .began 
around the.age of six years. His background includes serving 
in the Korean War, a policeman on the reservation for ral 


years, and attending law school at Occidental College for 
two years under the G.I. bill before concentrating on his 
current profession. He isa jeweler, Kachina carver, painter, 
sculptor and/author, In other words, he.is a complete artist’. 

Monongye is a traditionalist and his method goes back 
some.600 years, He does his own designs and never uses the 
same design twice. The designs are reflective of his moods 
and feelings which can be completely executed in four days 
or four months, In this artist and silversmith's work we are 
conscious of a great deal of symbolism and, therefore, 
Monongye stated that he will not separate a “batch” of 
jewelry because it is representative of himself, He continues 
that “one cannot separate one’s self into many parts." 

This congenial, rotund father of five boys and one girl 
shared with us some of his recent jewelry, in which a part of 
Cincinnati is included; namely shells purchased locally from 
the Cincinnati Art Museum. 

His association with the Squash Blossom has been over 
the past two years, The local partners of the Squash Blossom 
are Renata Friedricksmeyer, Shelia Glenn, Marilyn Harrison, 
SuZanne Schloss, Elana Mayerson and Betty Douglass. 
Monongye, who is internationally known has recently com- 
pleted a one man show through the French-speaking coun- 
tries of Europe, Finally, Monongye is of the opinion that there 
is considerable mark - up on the jewelry because the current 
interest. in’. turquoise (a semi-precious. stone) and_ Indian 
silversmithing has increased the value of the stone and the 
workmanship, In some instances, Indian Silversmiths are 
“ripped-off.” Since Monongye does his own marketing he 
avoids the middle man involved. Finally, did you know that 
there are only 15 recognized Indian artisans out 1.5 million 
Indians? Something to think about, huh.

The Southern Ohio area conference of PUSH was held on 
Saturday at St. Marks Church in Evanston. The outcome of 
this interesting workshop - conference was the opportunity 
to meet, interview and. listen to a tall, brilliant, forceful and 
razor sharp minded twenty-six year old black sister from 
Rutger's University. Redenia C. Gilliam is a professor in the 
department of Community Development Livingston College, 
New Brunswick, New Jersey. She will complete her disserta- 
tion for her doctorate in June, with a concentration in urban 
planning. Ms. Gilliam noted that she received her un- 
dergraduate degree from Wilberforce University. Ms. Gilliam 
spoke on revenue sharing, her speciality and how she 
visualizes it helps black people. How the usage of power can 
transcend. racial, education. and. economic. lines in order.to 
come together to have political clout. She pierced our con- 
siences with the question of a “conspiracy” to have black 
people believe that 355 years of oppression, suppression and 
repression have been marked “paid in full.” Not so, says Ms. 
Gilliam. The conspiracy is not new, 

The reference was ‘made to the return to the 50's as 
significant to retrogressing and diluting the effectiveness of 
mental and physical slavery. Examples of the style of 
dressing, movies, television and lifestyles were used to 
demonstrate the reverting to past years and/or experiences. 

We need only look at the curtailment of affirmative action 
programs, and curtailment of recruiting programs. There was 
no money in the depression days of the 30’s but seemingly 
money came.

Other questions throwMout for evaluation 
were in reference to how statistics are used to validate or in- 
validate programs or conditions. For example black income 
is coming chose to white incomes—the question asked, How 
close is close?

" The law tends to assume the 
“Christmas Tree” composition because of the many com- 
promises that are necessary between political interests 
groups in order to form a majority vote and most proposed 
legislation into law. The final compromise becomes the 
Christmas present. 

The analysis of the story deals with revenue sharing and 
what happens when the present is received and opened. If 
we are dissatisfied with the gift, we have a choice of three 
alternatives, We can keep it, exchange it or get a refund. 
Minorities and the poor have “unwrapped” their “Christmas 
present” of general revenue sharing, and are determining 
whether to keep it, exchange it or modify it, or return it. 

Ms. Gilliam further outlined the birth of the “new 
federalism,” a proposed véhicle to “return power to the 
people” under general revenue sharing (Fiscal Assistance 
Act, 1972). State and municipal officials welcomed revenue 
sharing as a means of relieving their fiscal crises, regaining 
decision-making power that has been usurped by Federal 
categorical grant agencies. Congressional members, accor- 
ding to Ms, Gilliam, felt that the categorical.grant system was 
a tailure and had merely established an inefficent federal 
bureauracy. Big city mayors interpreted revenue sharing to 
be a supplemental allocation to their present budgets. 
We were told that the dilemma for minorities and the poor 
is compounded by the ever revealing fact that revenue 
sharing is not supplemental money, but merely a redistribu- 
tion of terminated categorical grants in aid programs. It 
abandons the guarantee of citizen participation by minorities 
and the poor because it has no distinct guidelines for par- 
ticipation, but merely states that “a recipient government 
which receives entitlement funds under the Act shall provide 
for the expenditure of entitlement funds in accordance with 
the laws and procedures. In practice this boils down to “the 
printing of a planned use report in a local newspaper and if 


no dissent, the expnditure is considered adopted.” Is this 
“naming power to the people?” Which people?

The session had been 
tequested by Witkins, 
executive director of the 
NAACP and the elder 
statesman of the Civil Rights 
movement, according to 
Stanley S. Scott, Special 
Assistant to the President. 
Wilkins, out of the country 
and unable to attend, was 
represented by Clarence Mit- 
Chel; head of the NAACP 
Washington office. Wilkins 
will have a later audience 
with the President, Scott said. 

Vernon Jordan, executive 
director of the National 

League expressed ap- 
preciation to the President for 
his consultation with the Civil 
Rights leaders. “This is 
something that has not hap- 
pened in this country from 
the White House since 1968 
on a regular basis," he said. 

President Ford had met 
with many of the leaders

Jordan told newsmen that

WASHINGTON -- Fpl Director 
Clarence M. Kelly Tas’ called 
for the recruitment of more 
minority agents in the federal 
crime fighting bureau: 

He said that the FBI needs 
mote Black, Spanish gpr- 
named and women agents to 
help tight the escalating 
crime'rate across the country. 
'* Speaking to-.reporters in 
Chicago —.he was there to 
addi the Chicago Grime 
*Commission — Kelly said.that 
although the FBI now: has~* 
8,500 agents, there is a 
“backlog of - 3,000. ap- 
plications. “He added, “there 
is_no problem with recruit- 
ment.” - : 
However, when asked how 
the ‘agency could recruit 
more minorities without 
moving them closer to the top 
of the application file Kelly 
responded, “We will Hire 
people who. will stand on 
their merits.” : 

Presently, there is a total of 
1,817 blacks employed by the 
FBI. Only 92 are agents -- 86 
are working in the field and 
six are assigned to FBI 
headquarters here. But there 
are 223 black clerical em- 
ployées in the field, and 1,594 
at the headquarters. 
According to an FBI 
kesman, there are about 
x black Special Agent 
Supervisors attached to the 
Washington headquarters.

“if a white kid from Upper 
Arlington (an affluent Colum- 
bus suburb) had been ih his 
situation, he would have never 
been put in an institution.” 

With these words, Dr. 
Albert Soforenko, superinten- 
dent of Orient State Hospital 
for the Mentally Retarded, 
began the story of David Ar- 
thur, a 40-year-old black man, 
who had been confined in the 
state hospital since he was, 15 
years old because he was 
born unable to hear. 

Arthur (not his real name), 
has been on the rolts of the 
institution since coming from 
a Cincinnati ghetto as a child 
when he was committed for 
“being. a burden” to his 
family. 

Dr. Soforenko said that he 
found David Living in the Far- 
mview Cottages, a place 
where inmates are sent as 
punishment. The superinten- 
dent said that no one knew 
why the deaf-mute was:there, 
as he had never been violent 
nor had he don anything to 


merit punishment. His only 
failings were his inability to 
communicate and his enor- 
mous physique. 

Dr. Soforenko feels that 
because David is such a big 
man and communicates 
through grunts and groans, 
the administration put him in 
the cottages for fear that he 
might frighten people. 

The cottages have been 
closed for specific reasons 
according to the ad- 
ministrator, but. David Arthur 
never beloonged there. 

David now-has.ajob-as a 
janitor and is living in a 
group home with other deaf- 
mute men. 

After a laspe of '25 years, 
learning for David comes 
hard. Dr, Soforenko is still 
w@orkigg to give fim a chance 
after ‘nis confinement.in.the 
state ‘institution because of 
his affliction.

Thomas, the former executive 
director of the Canton Urban 
League was saluted for his 
many progressive years in the 
Canton community by the 
Canton Negro Old Timers 
Athletic Association at the 
Canton Memorial Auditorium. 

Thomas, who was forced to 
retire from his position, held 
the reins from 1953-1974. 

in that time Thomas strove 
to make. the Canton .com- 
munity a,better pface to live 
by proving that blacks and 
whites could work together to 
make that city a harmonious 
place to live. 

More than 500 persons at- 
tended as well-wishers from 
all walks of Canton life 
presented Thomas with 
various plaques and awards 
as a trumpeting tribute to a 
man who has contributed so 
much to the Canton com- 
munity. 

The programs that Thomas 
initiated are almost too 
numerous to cite. 

Even though he is in 
retirement he still plans to 
pravide some civic support 
for» the. community. by for- 
mulatinerr 7eth.clinic to-help 
grade school students who 
are slow in math. 

His major, thrust will be to 
get more men involved in the 
community school system. 
The clinic is presently func- 
tioning at Washington school 
in Canton where his wife is 
now Principal. 

Thomas also has a long 
history of progress in the 
Akron area where he lived. 

While the Executive Direc- 
tor for the Canton Urban 
League, Thomas served on 
the Akron Housing Panel 
during the State Housing 
Conference in 1961. 

It was this panel that broke 
the color barrior, causing the 
Akron Real Estate Board to 
open its doors to any 
qualified black brokers. 

In 1962 he worked with the 
Liaison officer of the 
President on Government 
Contracts in Canton. 

This program explored and 
exposed the many causes of 
job discrimination. 

It resulted in paving the 
way for many new jobs for 
black people such as office 
jobs, sales clerks, school 
teachers and others.

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Crusade Against Crime 


One of the r contributions made 
the late Dr. Martin Luther King; one 
too often overlooked, was his ability to 
ing in to the civil rights arena a large 
and effective cross section of the black 
clergy. Even to-day, some of the clergy- 
men who were his devout disciples are 
heading up programs and projects 
aimed at an expansion of the civil rights 
victories won under Dr. King’s leader- 
ship of the Southern Christian Leaver- 
ship Conference. : 

Regrettably, with significant battles 
behind thém. and civil rights guaran- 
tees written.into the statute books of 
federal and stale governments. the 
black clergy, for the most part, has 
been content to go back to the com- 
fortabie isolation of the pulpit, and 
Weave the “street fighting” to laymen 

Today, however, mos! of the nation's 
large metropolitan areas are face to 
face with a real “lite and death” 
Problem that has little or nothing to do 
with civil rights. 

The problem is MURDER, subtitled 
“The Urge To Kill.” 

Kt is a problem that has greater 
significance to Black Americans than to 
the rest of the general population since 
a disproportionate number of murders 
involve black victims of black 
assailants 

Kt is thus heartening to learn that in 
Cleveland, Ohio, black clergymen, 
stimulated by the Baptist Ministers 
Conference of Greater Cleveland, and 
the Greater Cleveland Inter Church 
Council, is making an all-oul attempt to 
involve ministers of every denomina- 
tion, along with concerned laymen of 
all races, to mount a "Crusade Against 
Crime.” 

Kickoff of their dramatic eftort will be 
in the form of a Motorcade Against 
Crime, scheduled for Sunday, Novem- 
ber 10, to be followed by a City-Wide 
Mass Meeting at which clergymen will 
attempt to structure programs aimed at 
alleviating 
tacial fratricide. 2 

For background, the clergymen can 
gather some idea of the magnitude of 
their challenge, from the following 
Statistics provided by writer Jim Hartz, 
in THE LISTENER, February 7, 1974 

Said Hartz: “Murder happens 48 
times more often in the United States 
than_in England, West Germany, and 
Japan combined. More Americans were 
murdered in the last three years than 
were killed in combat in Vietnam in ten 


this growing menace of . 


years. in 1972, 18,000 Americans were 
murdered. Murder has always been the 
easiest crime to solve, because people 
usually kill someone they know. 

“But this is changing New York City 
police used to solve 90 percent of the 
murders. Ig 1972 they solved less than 
50 percent, There are murders by 
strangers, more murders during rob- 
beries and assaults, twice as many in- 
terracial murders. Murder has become 
an epidemic in America, and no one 
knows why. People blame poverty, 
drugs, @asy access to guns, permis- 
siveness, Vietnam, the pressures of ur- 
ban living, television, more young 
people, lenient courts. But the epidemic 
is @ statistical fact,” 

Yet in Cleveland, as in other cities, 
the sporadic efforts to secure gun con- 
trol legislation have always come a 
cropper. While most legislative efforts 
are stymied by the powerful lobbying of 
gun clubs and established sports 
organizations, few politicians have the 
fortitude to deal with this problem. 
Perhaps the influential clergy may 
come up with opposing pressure 
through motivating their congregations 
to move from passive concern to active 
involvement. 

Certainly the combined influence of 
the black clergy can make some 
inroads into the attitudes of the courts; 
an attitude that seems to feel |ittle 
utgen in moving swiftly and with 
determination in cases where both vic- 
tim_and defendant are black. 

Finally, really concerned black 
clergymen have a high potential for 
educating parents in the danger of 
Promiscuous handling of guns in the 
home. To allow a handgun or rifle 
within easy access to teenagers today, 
is, In itself, an almost criminal act. 

Finally, it's about time that the 
average black citizen, short of 
becoming a vigilante, bring himself to 
feport to law enforcement forces, the 
Promiscuous display of guns in and 
around the black community, and to 
teport, as a last resort, situations that 
portend possible homicide, to their 


* pastors. 


, We are encouraged by this latest 
manifestation of interest on the part of 
Cleveland clergymen, and it is our hope 
that their “FIGHT CRIME SUNDAY,” 
will.be followed up with a. continued 
assault on this “life and death” problem 
that is closer to each of us than we can 
comfortably contemplate.

“What can we do about all of these 
murders," is the question everybody is 
asking. 

Of course, it is much easier to ask the 
questions than to come up with the 
correct answers. 

Rev. Jesse Jackson says: “We're ex- 
periencing a collapse of the symbols of 
moral authority .. we are experiencing 
a moral crisis in our society which 
retiects itself in a loss of respect for the 
sacredness of human life and human 
values.” : 

Lamenting the fact that Chicago has 
had 711 murders this year, Rev. 
Jackson observed that: “The broader 
environment also plays an important 
role. When people see crime, criminals 
and violence portrayed on T.V., and in 
the movies as the way to solve 
economic and other problems, and as a 
way of resolving conflicts, these 
become their heroes and models and, 
are therefore emulated.” 

Rev. Jesse Jackson touches on some 
of the broader aspects of this mur- 
dering problem. | think, if we are to 
make any reasonable approach to solu- 
ions of this problem, we have to pin- 
point these provocative causes more 
specifically. 

The free selling of guns of all kind 
and, the cheap price and ease of pur- 
shase,.are big. and important factors. 

An analysis of these murders does 
not sustain the argument of those who 
oppose gun control laws, that 
possession of a gun js for the protec- 
tion of the home against intruders. 

Over half of the murders are from per- 
sonal disputes. Over half occurred in 
homes and, most of the people killing 
or killed, either knew each other or 
were related. 

So the murderer's gun is not for 
defense. against. robbers, rapists or 
other criminal acts.

Votes Relief 


To Small Business; 
Too Little: -- Too Late? 


Racing against a November 
election date, Congress 
moved into its hurry-up of- 
fense this month as a flurry of 
legislative activity dominated 
the Capitol. In the wake of 
Watergate and daily remin- 
ders of an economy 
weakened by the twin-evils of 
inflation and recession, 
Republicans and Democrats 
are understandably eager to 
bring a positive record before 
an angry and disillusioned 
electorate. 

Flexing its often -well-- 
concealed muscles, Con- 
gress mustered up the 
courage to override a Presi- 
dential veto of a bill that 
pumps more: than $7 billion 
into the bankrupt railroad 
pension: system: On-the same 
day, the Federal legislature 
came within six votes of over- 
turning President Ford's veto 
of a measure banning aid to 
troubled Turkey. Ap- 
propriation measures that 
had been languishing for 
months finally came to the 
fore-front. Important mea- 
sures affecting the com- 
munications industry and the 
small business community 
received action by at least 
one body of Congress. 

Of these and other actions, 
one of the more interesting 
products was the Small Busi- 
ness Relief Act which passed 
the Senate on October 9, 
sponsored by Senator 
William: D*~*haway —.(D., 


This bill provides relief to 
small business concerns 
which have fixed price con- 
tracts in case where such 
concerns encounter 
Po Ageipsit and unavoidable 
difficulties in performing con- 
tracts because of the energy 
crisis or rapid and un- 
expected escalations of con- 
tract cost.” 

The scope of relief pro- 
vided under this bill is limited 
to be sure. It would app! 
onl to those small 
businesses which received 
fixed price contracts with the 
Federal Government between 
August 15, 1971 — August 30, 
1974. This applies only to 
those contracts acquired 
through the competitive bid- 
ding process; and only if 
these businesses can prove 
that they are incurring un- 
bearable’ losses as a direct

result of either the energy 
crisis or spiraling inflation. 

Further, the only form of 
relief available under the bill 
is termination of the contract. 
Termination would entitle 
contractors to full reim- 
bursements at contract prices 
for all work completed and 
for all cost incurred on work 
terminated. But under no cir- 
cumstances, would a con- 
tractor be permitted to cover 
any amount greater than the 
original contract prices. 

There would be no allow- 
able profit and adjustments 
since the contracts would be 
genefating losses. So the 
basic intent of this bill is not 
to bail out small businesses, 
but rather to prevent them 
from incurring’ any additional 
financial set-backs on 
government contracts that 
br lost their profit poten- 
tial. 

While few will deny that 
many small businesses need 
Federal assistance during 
these recessionary times, it is 
doubtful that this bill is suf- 
ficiently broad enough or 
strong enough to do the job.

“Cotton Club’ really is not a 
club — it's a state of mind. It's 
like Harlem, Central Avenue, 
or any black community. It’s 
not a geographical location. 
It’s beautiful, it's sad, it's 
love, it's mad. It’s the ‘Cotton 
Club!" 


The show, a black revue, 
actually is a contemporary re- 
creation of the famed New 
York Cotton Club of the ‘20s 
and ‘30's, featuring an 
array:.of talent, cluding 
(alphabétically): Aaron & 
Freddie, Franklyn Ajaye, 
Jonelle Allen, Ray Charlies, 
Billy Daniels, Johnny Dank- 
worth, Clifton Davis, Redd 
Foxx, Goldfinger & Dove, 
Rosey Grier, Cleo Laine, The 
Lockers, The Nicholas 
Brothers, Buddy Rich, Jimmie 
Walker, and eight Cotton 
Club Dancers. Phil Moore will 
serve as musical conductor. 

‘The’ show began to 


materialize for Adams when 
Ray Charles made a guest 
appearance on “NBC Follies” 
@ season ago. 

“| usually watch Ray 
closely, but this time | 
did. something | don't 
do ordinarily. | watched Bob 
Booker and George Foster.” 

Booker and Foster were the 
show's co-producers and co- 
writers. 

““Cotton Coub’ had to be 
done by people who un- 
derstood it, felt it and could 
live it," said Adams. “I felt 
that Bob and George had the 
right kind of sensitivity for it, 
so | approached them.” ° 

ker - Foster Produc- 
tions, Inc., in turn contacted 
Burt Reynolds/Henry Jaffe 
Productions and NBC-TV, 
resulting in a joint venture, 
with Reynolds and Jaffe ser- 
ving as executive producers, 
Booker and Foster as 
producers/jwriters, . and 
Adams as executive in 
charge of productions. 

The show represents one 
more. important milestone for. 
Adams personally. 

He was born in Watts and 
was counseled to take auto 
shop in high school rather 
than public speaking, which 
he wanted. So he taught ‘him- 
self how to speak. It led to his 
becoming the number one 
deejay in Los Angeles. 

He branched into TV with 
two shows, KLAC's “Adams 
Alley” in 1947, followed by 
KTTV's “Joe Adams 
Presents” in 1948, fronting 
his own 19-piece orchestra. 

His 10 years of shows on 
NBC Radio, including the 
popular “Monitor” program 
and live half-hour remotes 


as Nat 
King Cole, Count Bassie, 
Duke Ellington, Stan Kenton 
and others earned him the 
distinction of being the first 
black announcer on coast-to-

I choose to believe that he meant that Black people 
will overcome slum housing. Poverty. High unem- 
ploymént. And all the other socio-economic inequi- 
ties that exist for us today. 

But then I read or listen to some of the rhetoric and 
philosophical aspirations of younger Blacks, and 
realize that many of them, and I, are at opposites. 

Too often today, our young people are more caught 
up with talking, shouting, and drawing crowds. It’s 
cool, of course, to chant racism, hate, and blame our 
woes on the white man. 

But talk is cheap. That's the easy, inexpensive way. 
The vocal groups build their ego and popularity. But 
they don’t stop the hunger pains of’ others. Or gain 
benefits for the.poor. Because, too often, ‘The Man” 
is out of it, bellind closed doors, high atop some 
office pinnacle. Not some mountain top. 

I firmly believe the time has come to stop being 
Super-Coons. Raving, ranting, and rationalizing 
won't do it. Instead, we must get into it. Really into 
it. And begin to acquire the education and.skills.that 
will enable us to compete for the better paying jobs. 

After all, when all the shouting dies down, only 
one sound will help reduce the number of Blacks 
living in impoverished slum areas: 

The sweet sound of money.

sav hing 1 brought to mind the second Louis-Joe Walcott 


We had the opportunity to 
see the big fight between 
these two punchers in 1948 at 
the. Yankee Stadium in New 
York. Joe Louis a deadly hit- 
ter and excellent boxer 
caught Walcott against the 
‘ropes and knocked him apart 
in the 11th round of the 
heavyweight bout. Walcott, 
who used to work for Louis 
as @ punching bag in his 
training camp, caught Louis 
with an overhand right to the 
chin in round three and sat 
him on his purple trunks. 
Louis didn't take any count 
from the timer but he got a 
good rest. 

The referee then wiped the 
moist gloves for any 
flecks of resin that might be 
there to blind the other boxer, 
At the time Louis was a 
failing champion with his 
legs and arms getting slower, 
was pressing forward and 
‘sagging still in his tracks, 
seeming to rest between ef- 
forts. 

Louis won a few rounds, 
Walcott similarly won a few, 
including of course, the third 
man he smacked -his old 
;master alongside the head 
and scored that fall of Louis. 

Fans, it was a strange fight, 
but after all a typical fight. 
Louis was cautious for he 
knew Walcott had been hit. 
Often Louis showed flashes 
of old, Walcott fought in a 
way now somewhat standard- 
ized by a few nimble stylists 
which calls for a whirling 
motion of the mitts, holding 
them about waist high, a 
gesture of the chin, as 
though inviting a hook and 
then a sudden break in stride 
to the right. 

The rhythm and timing are 
in favor of a willowly boxer 
with. the advantage of the in- 
itiative. Hence Jersey Joe 
was able to turn his side to 
Louis a dozen times and sim- 
ply walk away, leaving Louis 
flat-footed, just when it 
seemed that Louis might 
knock him off his feet with a 
clip under the chin. 

Walcott went past the ninth 
and tenth rounds. Strange as 
it may seem Walcott’s legs 
and wind was good and with 
Louis seeming out of breath 
and somewhet discouraged, 
there was little reason to 
think there wouldn't be any- 
thing more than a close

of Louis. The Brown Bomber 
is a sallow Negro, by the way, 
by contrast with the deeper 
hue of. Walcott. Joe's muscles 
lie insuspected beneath a 
smooth cloth, like hidden bat- 
teries. Walcott, on the other 
hand had the orthodox bun- 
ches and balls of muscle 
along his back and on his 
arms and he was the sort of 
person the insurance people 
called a desirable risk... Louis 
many times had loafed along 
like an Indian pony only to 
explode in an instand and 
blow up the show as he did 
that night in their first fight. 
Walcott who had right- 
handed him many times in 
practice bouts, reached out 
and busted him good right 
on the, jaw. Training for this 
fight, Louis had known that 
he must keep his left well up 
and be fast with it to fend off 
Walcott’s right cross which 
was somewhat downward. 
Three times in. the tenth 
round, Walcott tried the right. 
They were swift, mean pun- 
ches. that might have won 
had they come through. But 
Joe remembered now, and 
they all went over his 
shoulders. It was Walcott's 
round on the score of 
aggression plus a few jabs 
but it was his final attack. In 
the 11th, Louis must have felt 
his opponent on his arm. It is 
something good fighters can 
do, to measure their strength 
and resistance by clinching 
and swaying. Walcott sent a 
left hook to the head and a 
left to the cushion of a 
guardian glove against Louis’ 
jaw. They were at this time on 
the ropes near a neutral cor- 
ner. Walcott didn't like 
crowded quarters and 
wiggled away. Louis came 
alive and rushed him across 


the ring to the ropes near the , 


Louis corner, There Louis in- 
veigled him into a flat-footed 
trade and then he knew he 
had his old emplyee. Louis 
became stronger. He had 
saved something for the 
moment that had arrived and 
he stood close and pumped 
both mighty mitts now down 
below, then switching to Wal- 
cott’s lowered head. Walcott 
retorted with a few messy 
swipes to the head which 
Louis ignored as he fired in 
the finishing smashes to the 
head. Walcott turned, tried.to 
escape and was caught by a
